A STORY OF THE DEEP. 

An Immense Sea Monster Captaies and 

Swallows a Gpeim Wliale. 

Britisli sen caiiLiiu.s ■.wo bocomiiig fa- 
mous by reason oi llioii- iliMCOvnriea of son 
inouster.s. tSoiiu; weeks ac;;) wo publislied 
ivn amazing Btoiy of a niouster mariuo 
f I'Og seen by the oHicers and crew of an 
English steamer in the Straits ofMalacea, 
and now Caiitain Drewiii', of the bark 
I'aulino, of Luiubm, who lias jiiat arrived 
at Uork from a loii;.; voyiigo, favors the 
public with tliu foilowiug aceouut of an 
ocean iuiir\ol: 

Bark Piuilino, July 8, IS?.'), hititudo 5 
deg. 13 mill, uortli, loiigiUulo, 35 dej;. 
west, UupoSau Koque, northeast const of 
Brazil, distauco twenty miles, at 11 a. ni., 
the weather line and clear, wind aud son 
moderate, observod some black ppols on 
tho water, and a whitish pillar soiuo thir- 
ty feet high abovo tl.i'iii. At tliB first 
Bight I took all to bo l)reiikcrs, as Uic sea 
was splashing up, fount. lin liko, about 
them, and tho jiiliur. a jjinucio rock, white 
with tho sun; tho pillar foil with asplash, 
and a similar onu rose. They rose aud fell 
alternately iu qiiiek Buccoss^ioii, and good 
glasses showed nio it was a luonstor sea- 
serpent oi.iicil twice round a lar^'u spoi lu 
whale. Tlio lieail and t.iil parts, oach 
about 3U fi'et lou},', wi-n? imting an levers, 
twisting itseh' auil iis vieLiiu round witli 
great Telocity. They sank out of sight 
every two minutes, coming to the sur- 
face still revolving; and the struggle of 
the whale and two other whales tliat were 
near, frantic with exeitenieut, made tho 
sea in their vicinity like a boiling caul- 
dron; and a loud confused uoiso was dis- 
tinctly heard. This straiigo OLcunciiif, 
l»stedl5 ininntos,aiulilini.slK-(l with tiio tail 
portion of tlie whulo being elevated 
straight in tho air, tlien waving back- 
wards aud forwards, and lasliiiig tlic 
water furiously in tho last death struggle, 
(Then the whole body disappoared from 
our view, going down bead foremost to 
tbo bottom, where, no doubt, it was gorg- 
ed at tlio serpent's leisure, and tliat mon- 
Bler of monsters may liavo Ijeeu many 
months in a state of cunia, digest- 
ing the huge mouthful. Then, two 
of tho largest sperm whales I have over 
seen, moved slowly toward tho ves 
Bel, their bcdirs more than usually eleva- 
ted out of the water, ami nut spouting or 
making the least iioi^o, but sociuintc quite 
paralyzed with fear; indeed, a cold shiver 
went through my own fraino on behold- 
ing the last agonizing struggle of the poor 
whale that had seemed as helpless in the 
coils of tho vicious monster as a bird in 
the talons of a hawk. Allowing for two 
coils round the whale, I think tlio sorjient 
was about 100 or 170 feet long, and 7 or 8 
feet in girth. It was in color much liko a 
conger eel; and the head, from tho mouth 
being always open, appeared to be the 
largest part of its body. It is eurious 
that the whale, that lives on the smallest 
food of any fish in the sea,slii)nld itself bn 
but ft meal for another u)oi,ster;fi)r 1 think 
it as feasible that tbo serpent swallowed 
tho whale as that u boa-eon.strietor can 
oonsnme a whole bulloek. 

An Iowa Horror,

The St. Joseph, Mis-souri, Herald, of 
tho 1 Sth iintaiit , givin an aivount of a 
terrible traLje.ly in'ai' Albany, Mi.ssouri, 
enacted just across iho line in Iowa. Tho 
paper says: 

About one year ago a iii ui by tho namn 
of Phil. Amos moved in that neighbor- 
hood, bringing with him a wife, a little 
child and his sister-in-law. He eocund a 
small j)iei'ii ot laud an 1 eii'(U,. (l ujion it a 
neat two-story dwelling. P'or a timi! all 
things appeared In gunn nicely inside the 
family inaiihion, but it soon ln'camo evi- 
dent to those who grew iiitiniato with 
tho Ameses that there was u s'uoietou in 
house, and that all was not ns lovely as it 
should be, or, in other words, the love of 
tho hou.selioid was seatteied aieund 
among too many wmnon. 'I'liere v .is a 
coldness growing ii)) bi'twe^n linib.:nd 
and wife, only eqnali il by an ap])arenl 
warmtli existing bt twi-eii tin; hii^baijiland 
tho si-tor in-law. The neighboriny women 
noticed that the wifo appeared often in 
tears, w,.,i neglected and left unprovided 
for, while her sister roceiveil tho smiles 
and caresses of tin' hn-bni 1. Whole 
days tho wifo jiassed aloiu^, Jiuving no 
compan3' save the ciiild, a linghl, tjoliieu- 
h,dr girl of live siiiniiiei-s, who r'un;,' to 
her, and in wliotc oxistoneo she uppeareil 
to live and have her being. At length, 
on the lOlh of November, iho little oliihl 
BieUeiied and stuidenly diiid. TL was 
buried the next day a r ule coinitry 
burial, a bitter cold noiih wind, lenll' ss 
trees aud n clieerless grave, crushed Ihe 
mother's spirit and bri'ke li t heart. 
Then it was that tlm .'-pirib- of tho iirot 
born Cain apjieared to lake possossioD of 
the husband. Ho. frequently beat his wifo, 
drove lier from his Invl and forced linr 
to occupy a niiscr.iblij straw Miid husk 
pallet on tho kitchen lloorwiiilu tlio gistor 
pooupled the place whioU belonged iohtt. 



At longtn the wife, driven to despair told 
the story nf her wrongs to Mrs. Eosa Mc- 
Guire, and she laid tho situation in tho 
Ames household before her 
husband, and ho soon 

had tho men of tho iioigliborliood workc'l 
up to a point of lyncdiing the uuuatural 
husband. They visited the house, and 
would have hung the monsi&r but for the 
pleadings of his wife, who went down on 
hor knees before the angry crowd and 
begged the life of a man wlio had wrong- 
ed her while her sister at 
the lirst sound of danger sought 
safety in llight. Tho neighbors lis- 
tened to the poor woman's appeal, remov- 
ed the rope from tho man's nock and set 
him free. To any but a man possessed 
by a devil this would have proved a warn- 
ing that would have turneil him into bet- 
ter ways. But not so with .Vnies. ycarcely 
l.'ad the crowd dispersed when ho went 
to the barn, saddled bis liorsoand return- 
ed to tli.i house with a heavy eurl.i bridle. 
Up stairs, kneeling and at prayer, with a 
photograph of her dead child in her 
hand, he found his wife. In an instant ho 
had struck her to his feet with the curb 
bit, dragged her to the head of the stairs, 
and threw her to tho Ib'or below, whore 
ho continued to beat her with the bridle 
until life had departed. In the meaiitiniu 
the siiiter hud returned from lier hiding 
place. Another horse was saddled, the 
body of tho dead woman was thrown 
across the saddle, and, tho sister riding 
one horse and loadiog the other, Ames 
walked alongside and held tho body iu 
position until thoy arrived at the river, 
where a hole was cut iu the ice and the 
body thrust out of sight. A young man 
returning homo saw Iho parties journey- 
ing to tho river, und when ho readied 
the settlement told what ho had seen. A 
number of armed men started in pursuit, 
and arrived at tho rivor bank jubt as tbo 
murderer and his paramour were mount- 
ing their horses. They wore callod uirui 
to halt, wheu Auies drew a revolver and 
tired into the crowd. The lire was re- 
turnoil by a volley, and the gnilly woiuaa 
fell deatl from hor horse, shot tiirough 
the neck. Tho man put spurs to his 
horse, and attempted to escape in the 
dark, but tlie unfortunate shot brought 
his aninial down und the murdi'ri'r was 
captured. A rope was i)iovided aud all 
the necessary arrangoinents maile for a 
frontier funeral, when the wretched men 
made a coiifeasion,! lie chief points of which 
are incorporated in the abovo fitutemeut, 
and he lurtlier stated that the sister of 
the wifo had administered poison to her 
little niece in order to get her out of the 
way, and that they were planning the 
niurd(!r of the wife, that thoy might live 
'.inniolestod together. In this tln'y were 
))rdveuted by the mob of a few hours Ik;- 
fo.'e, and tliat he then killed his wif ! as 
abovo stated. The rope was thrown over 
a limb, strong men pulled at the end of 
it, and tho next instant a quivering body 
was Busponded iu air. A number of logs 
were then rolled together, brush was 
piled ujioii them and tho bodies of the 
two inhuman beings wore plaited in their 
mid.st. A match was applied to the pile, 
and all that now remains to mark the 
si)i)t and the tragedy is a bed of as^hos. 
The body of the murdered woman was re- 
covered on Saturday and buried by the 
bide of her dead child.

SHALL WE 'separate ? 

What will be tbo uiishot of tbo cxiBting 
•gitationV lallio Provinco ovor doum- 
ed to bo thrown into a state of political 
unroatiind uubappinesa by every wind 
tlmt blows from the East 7 Can no eutis- 
factory result bo arrived at between the 
two sections 1 or are they to continno to 
■tict pins into each other until finally a 
catastropho shall occur ? Tlio lateKt niil- 
■woy news from Ottawa has creatoa au it- 
tenso feeling of (]isappoiiit'"ont; aiul all 
eyes are now turucd towardH Loiuluii, in 
•iger expectancy that Lord Cariuu von'H 
dispatch will restore a fueling of eouli- 
deneo in tho public mind that tho Govor- 
nor-Gcnoral's speech has well-nijjh ex- 
tinguished. That British Columbians 
havo good reason to feel disappointed 
cannot be denied. Promised the com- 
mcnoement of railway construction with- 
in two years and the completion of tho 
line within ten years after Confederation, 
they are now in the sixth year of part- 
nership without the lirst blow having 
boon struck. Federal expendituio in tlio 
Provinco on survoye hvs been large, larger 
expendiluro is promised during tliu np- 
proRcliing season; tho Imperial Govern- 
ment havo assuiuod tho responsibility of 
Bolectiug tlio western terminus and the 
route throHgJ; British Columbia. But it 
will roc^uire some stronger ossurances 
than are contained in these facts to make 
people believe that when the surveys aro 
over construction will commence, or that 
the compensation to bo paid in lion 
of the Island road would be 
sufficient with tho lauds to build 
it. These assuraucos may be con- 
Teyed in Lord Carnarvon's expected dis- 
patch. Should they be, there would bo 
an end at once to popular agitation, and 
men's minds would settle dowu to tho 
discussion of other matters. If, unhupvi- 
Iv, no such assurances be given by the 
Secretary for the Colonies, what will be 
done ? British Columbia has two courses 
before her: to remain in tho Union and 
fight tho issues to tho bitter end; or go 
out. Should tho Ktay in, she will always 
have a claim on the D(jminiou and can 
and should urge its fullllmeut by all law- 
ful and constitutional means in her power; 
should aha go out, she will practically 
give Canada a receipt in full for the roil- 
way and every other obligation. If we 
ask for oonipensation for nonfuliilled 
treaties we t^hall be confronted with a 
debt of $1,200,000 that hniig like a mill- 
stone about our necks ^vlK•n wo entered 
Confederation. If wo cannot secure the 
railway while in the Union how should 
we get it when out ? There is ono advan- 
tage we might gain by separation— the 
power of arranging a tarifl" better suited 
to our wants than tho Canadian tariflf. 
But what would be tho form of our political 
institution.s fchould wo separate V Lord 
Dullerin said that should wu go out wo 
would relapse into tho position of a 
Crown Colony. That would be a disas- 
trous and dangerous result. Under the 
existing Constitution the guveruiiii,' 
power is vested in tho peoiile. 
Under a Crown Colony system, tliu pow- 
er would l>o placed iu liie hands of au 
oligarchy, and wliat security would tho 
ocuntry have that it would not bo stuf- 
fed back into Coufedeiatiou at some fu- 
ture time on Canada's terms or on no 
term.s at all ? These are questions that 
are pertinent at this time. Oh! says one, 
wo would trust to the good faith of Her 
Mitjes-ty's Government not to give us a 
constitution distastt-ful to tho country. 
Well, we did that m 18GG. Vancouver 
Islatid and tho iMainland wore sepuralo 
Provinces and tlio Icgi-ilaturo of the Is- 
lund pabscd nn Act of union with the 
Mainland "on such terms as Your Majesty/ s 
GovKi-nmcnt mny .'cr fit lo ;/rai,t." And 
what terms wercgrante I ? Tiio rcpi-(>Mm- 
tativo institutions of the Island colony 
were swept away and ;-1iq entered llio 
Union shorn of tho modicum of polilical 
liberty she had previously enjoyed. We 
do not want to see that experiment repeat- 
ed. Tho country laiignisbed and almost 
died under Ue^ Crown Bvstem. It has 
been reasonably pri^apeiMiis under Jie- 
sponfiblo Governuieut, and would liavu 
progressed wonderfully had Canada kc|>t 
her treaties. Under Constitutioiud '.iov- 
ernment, when the jjeoplo grow dissat- 
isfied with a measure or a Government 
they have tho remedy in their own hands. 
As a Crown Colony tlioy would bo power- 
less to rodresH a w'roiig. If the Carnarvon 
dispatch ia nut satisfactory, and if there 
is to bo Separation, let it bo thoroughly 
understood what our political sliitiis .shall 
be, and lot us see to it that tho Mainland 
moves out with us.or we shall find all the 
evils skotchod by Lord Dufferin in his 
boroacopo roalizi'il in llic msi^ of the Is- 
land, and all tho lioiHdits he priMli.'ted en- 
joyed by the :Mainla!id.

During tho Empress celebration at Del- 
hi, India, Lord Lyttou entertained three 
hundred persona at dinner daily for two 
weeks. 

The Eov.Dr. Stamp, a well known Wes- 
leyau minister, died rather suddenly of 
heart disease, at his residence, Waterloo, 
near Liverpool. He was sevonty-fiTO years 
of ago. 

It was announced some time since that 
Sir Arthur Qnine8S,M.FM would be oreat- 
0(1 a peer. The offer has, it is atated.been 
made aud declined, Sir Arthur preferring 
to remain for the present senior member 
for Dublin. 

Dora Pedro took a doukoy-ridoat Cairo, 
and on his return gave tho owner of tho 
honored donkey a guinea. Qold was a 
coinage unknown to the whacker of asses, 
who would have preferred a silver pias- 
tre, aud ho vehemently denounced the 
Emperor as a ooonterfoiter, robber and 
grimier of tho faces of the poor. The Em- 
peror doesn't know any Arabic, scores of 
sympathetic donkey-drivers joined their 
fellows iu abusing him, and a riot was 
immiuont, when an interpreter showed 
tho man that ho had rooeivud many pias- 
tres, whereupon the enlightened numis- 
matician took to his hsols incontinently 
for fear that tho Emperor might recall his 
bounty. 

Mr. John Popo HonuGHay, who ii going 
out to Houg Kong as tho English Gover- 
nor, with a salary of £5,000 a year, has 
hail a very remarkable career.

.1'80 a year stipend, he was selected by 
Cardinal Wiseman to stand for Kings 
county at tho general election, which the 
Lord Derby had suddenly anuouuo- 
ed. Tho young clerk wont down, b»w 
that ho was Buro to win, telegraphed to 
Loudon on the eve of election to resign 
his appointment, and was returned at the 
liead of the poll. Ho made no particular 
figure in Parliament, but remained there 
till 1SG5, when ho lost a ro-elo«tion. He 
was thus left out in tho cold till the third 
Derby-Disraoli Ministry was formed. Quo 
of the lirst things it did was to giro Mr. 
Henuessy the governorship of Labuan. 
There he settled for a while and then mar- 
ried. Then ho was promoted to the West 
Coast of Africa, then to the Leeward li- 
lauds, aud now goes to Hong Kong. 

It is said that Earl Dudley, of Engl lud, 
wdio is sixty years old, has otTered to bat 
325,000 to ;i}'25 that tho son of Napoleon 
iJI.-vviU bo ofiicially proclaimed Emperor 
of Erance during ihe Earl'a lifetime, and 
that the odds were at once aooeptnd by 
tho Priuco ol Wales aud by there other 
l)er.9ous. 

Marriage is to a great extent an unknown 

cortmouy among llio cuul pupulatiou of 
England, aud ileplorablo revelations of 
tho social state in which this much ne- 
glected class of our fellow subjects live 
are sometimes the result. One such reve 
latioD was made at the Runcorn Police 
court on Thursday.

Keturning next 
day to her former floating home, to fetch 
away her wardrobe, she found Taylor dis- 
consolate, and elected to remain with him. 
Carrington was naturally furious over his 
threefold loss — the purchase money which 
he had paid, the article purchased, and 
the amount which ho h!\d handed over to 
the now mistress of his cabin. He ac- 
cordingly appeared before tho Runcorn 
magistrates on Thursday and unfolded 
the trtlo of his wrongs. This expedient, 
however, availetl liim nothing. 

In a district of Moldavia hundreds of 
Jewisli families have been turned out of 
house and home. The Mayor of tho dis- 
trict announces that "All Jews aro to 
leave tho place within three days," oud 
this order is said to have been enforced, 
although tho severity of the winter wea- 
ther caused sulToring unspeakable to all 
wliom it aUV ctod, and death from cold and 
hunger to some of them.

Supreme Court. 

(Bstor* the full Benoli.) 

Friday,. Feb. 9tb, 1877. 

Tho further hearing of tho Forbes ouso 
canto on again yesterday and had tho ef- 
fect of ftttraoting great nambors at tho 
Coart who evidently felt deep interest in 
the procoodings. 

Mr.McC!reight,in addressing tho Oonrt. 
argued that if Forbes was still to bo left; 
in prison it wonbl bo IsL — That lio had 
absolute knowledge of tho orders of tho 
Court and broke thorn, or, 2ud — That the 
Court had ordered something to bo done 
which he failed to observe. 

Tho Ohie): Justice Baidhe would assume 
tho case to be that on ono hand Forbes 
was tho bailee of tho notes, and that ho 
fraudueutly converted thorn which in 
criminal law would Iiavo brought with it 
heavy ponaltiGs,or that on tho other liaml, 
regarding tho property in qiiostioii as that 
of Leathers, for wlioni Thorp wa.s attor- 
ney, ho (Forbes) as agent had full right 
to the notes given, tho result of, formal 
doouments under seal, for which the com- 
pany had given (]uid pro quo, and that no 
contempt of Court had been committed. 

Mr. McCnight conton'led that the in- 
junction of tho Court was served at 
past 7 when tho notes wore not in posses- 
sion of Furbes, and therefore the Court 
had ordered something to bo done not in 
his power to comply with; that Forbes 
could not possibly tell tho nature of the 
pro'ieodiugs IMorton had s])okon <if that 
would bo put in operation, and ihoro was 
nothing wrong in banding tho notes over 
to Mrs. Thor[), who as wifo of one of tho 
parties interested iu tho notes was a pro- 
per custodian of the property. 

Mr. Justice Gray pointed out that Lea- 
thers was spoken of as owner of the pro- 
perty in question, aud Tliorj) as attorney, 
therefore Mrs. Thorp was not the wifo of 
tho ])riiicipal, but tho wifo of tho agent, 
whielimadea very matjrial ililToreneo; 
that the instructions by telegram from 
Thorp to Forbes were to bring tho notoj 
to him; he proceeded to show no possible 
harm could havo happened to I'orbos Ijy 
attending to tho order of the Court, ;is it 
merely meant detention (if the notes while 
enquiry was ponding, and might havo en- 
ded iu showing his principals were legiti- 
mato owners of tho Eamo. 

Mr. McCreight oonteudod tiiat injunc- 
tions of the Couit were of a mandatory 
character expressed so plain that those 
who runinight road and thatwhon the order 
came restraining Forbes parting with tho 
notes, it was assumed lio was in pos- 
session of them which was not the fact, 
and thereforo ho has coiuiuit;od no wilful 
contem|)t of tNnirt. 

Mr. Justice (iniy said that virtually 
they were in Mr. Forbes' possession, for 
Mrs. Thorp to whom ho had given them 

was merely a spooial mosiMnyer, in (not n. 
bailee without cousider.ition, over whom 
ho had control. It would havo been a 
very difforout matter bad ho given thcin 
to Thorp; what the loarnod Judgo wish- 
ed to get at was the bowt Jldei of tho case, 
and to look to all the circuuistaucos. For- 
bes, he observed, could have domunded 
the notes back from Mrs. Thorp, whereas 
ho had given them to her, and ncconipaiii- 
od her next morning down to the stcninwr. 

Tho Chief Justice, in giving his opin- 
ion ujion tho matter, said thero was dis- 
tinctly a broach of tlio injunction of tho 
Court by Forbes, and that his excuse time 
ho had parted i. 'th the notes to Mrs. 
Thorpo was a mere ruse to avoi.l tho or- 
der of tlio Court. Sucli childish, llimsy 
tricks must not bo practiced as '( Judges 
wore only children, for tho law would 
como down noon thorn like a niason's 
hammer on a mass of iron. On bjoking 
over the evidenoo ho found Forbes lunl 
done all ho knew to render tho order of 
tho (lourt nugatoryj Those indulging in 
such underhand practices must endure 
the justifiable imprisonment entailed. 

Mr. Justice Gray fully concurred with 
tho observations of his loarnod brother. 
Forbes, though parting with tiio notes, 
still liftld possession, for in law possession 
implied control. Ho conld have dcinand- 
od tho notes back again frcni Mrs. Thorp, 
and if sho refuse i, she could have been 
stopped from going next morning. Forbes 
could now purgo himself from contempt 
of Court by giving security, aiul it might 
yet happen those giving tho notes would 
have to paj' them. 

Mr. Jusficio Ooaso said ho would re- 
serve remark until the whole case was 
again before the Court.

The Eailway Block. 

Editor Colonist: — I havo noticed scv- 
ornt letters in your piqior lately on tho 
subject of our relations with Canada in 
respect to tho Pacific Eailway and they 
all seem to bo founded ou the idea that 
British Oolnmbia wants England to 
"coerco" Canada to keep her bargain, 
and point out how sonsitivo Canada is to 
Downing str<'i>t interference, ft is a 
pity she is not us s(Uisitivo where linr 
good faith is eoneinaied. Wo aro also 
told that if J'^ngland attompt.s to coerco 
tho Canadian Oovornmout tho wdiolo Do- 
minion will unite as one man to support 
tho jirosent Government, as a majority of 
tho peoplo do at present. Now, us far as 
I nn<Uu-stand tho question, it is not a case 
of (;oor('ioii at all. British Columbia, or 
rather Viincouver Island, asks England tc 
allow us to He])erato from Canada if the 
Carnarvon Terms aro not carried out. 
On this point possibly the staud taken by 
one of the coiulidatcs at tho late Nanaim'o 
election, viz: not to insist on separation 
if it is against the wish of tho Homo Gov- 
ernment may be the duty of all loyal 
subjects. Wo aro also reminded tliat tho 
lOsipiimiilt-Xanaimo Kailway Bill was 
passed by the Houso of Commons, where 
the Iteforraers aro in tho majority, but 
was defeated in the Senate, whore tho 
Conservatives aro iu tho majority, thus 
implying that tho latter were more to 
blame than tho former; but if the Conser- 
vative element preponderates in tlu Sen- 
ate, the fact that more; lief'.)rni Senators 
voted against tho bill than the actual ma- 
jority against it was, shows that some at 
least of the Conservative Senators voted 
for it. Tho Governor-Genoral's speech, 
too, wherevor it can be twisted into a du- 
fonce of tho Canadian Ministry, is made 
to (b) duty; but a speech delivered by that 
gentlem.iu after his return to Canada, 
wherein he siiid that if Canada would do 
auytliin;,' like reasouablo j ustico to British 
Cobiiubia that wo should bo satistied, is 
I'onveuiently forgotten. Tho famous, or 
infamous minute in council — an attemtit 
ed iiiecti of sharp praotieo which would 
disgrace a [lott ifo;nng lawyer — is alluded 
to as an instance of good faith on tho part 
of tlio Canadian ^Ministry, and treat- 
ed as it tho coniponsatiou had been 
an oflbr in lieu of the Esquimalt- 
Nanaiino liuilroad. If it had been 
acccptod wo should have been told 
before now that wo had received 
;j7.")(),flnO for the wholo railway terms and 
that Canada now could liuild the railway 
or nut, just as suit-d her. WfU, jierhapg 
we iniglit as well have t d-icii the money. 
It woulil h taved diri'ct taxation for a 
while longer, and as Canada is so sensi- 
tive as to coercion and so callous as tc 
her good faith sho will do as she likes 
anyhow, ond tho contention that Govern- 
ment ia endorsed by tho country only

EUROPE. 

London, Feb. 7. — A corraspondont 
calls attention to the significance of tho 
article in the Islo/i, a Servian oUicial 
journal. Tho article disputes the asser- 
tion in the 6ro/o9 that Russia did evory- 
thing possible to restrain Sorvia from 
war, and declares bat for Russia's de- 
signs on Oonstantinople the SerTian na- 
tion would now bo free and united. Tho 
millions of roubles and thousands of 
voluiitocrs sent to Servia havo united her 
to Russia. If Russia acta against tho 
Turks it would be of great importance 
that Sorvia and Montenegro should co- 
operate with hor and occupy Bosnia and 
Herzegoviua. If Russia advances, she 
may bo certain that Servia will go with 
her, because, with Russian support, Sor- 
vi t could yet accomplish much. This 
declaration is more noticcablo, as tho 
Servian pre-ss is .subject to strict coiisor- 
.^hij). The articlo is regarileil in J3elgrudo 
as an attempt to arouse tho sympathy of 
Itussia and excite tho apprehensions of 
the Turks, so as to induce them to grant 
more liberal tera.s. It may accomplish 
the former, but hardly tho latter jmr- 
poHOs. lielgrado is thronged with volun- 
teers anil ollicors busy in organizing and 
equipping them from Gladova, for des- 
pite tho Servians' oshaustiou, a few thou- 
sand pounds from Russia would eniiblo 
tho war department to turn out aooriis of 
•20,000 picked men. 

Werten Effendi, special envoy from tho 
Porte to Prince Milan, has arrived at 
Somlin. Tho authorities of Belgrade 
havo given orders for his reception. His 
arrival will delay, if not altogether render 
unnccoBHary, the sending of u doputatiou 
to Coustantinoplo as lifts been proposed. 

London, Feb, 7. — The Times advisss 
that England should await the result of 
tho chango at Constantinople before re- 
plying to the Russian circular, and if it

London, Feb. 7. — At tho opening of 
parliament to-morrow two blue books will 
bo laid on tho tables of tho House, ono 
coutaiiiing tho papers ou tho Eastern 
question to the assomblini' of the confer- 
ence and '.lie other including tho proceed- 
ings. Copies of the lirst volume for dis 
tribution to members of parliament and 
tho press will not bo ready until Friday, 
and tho S 'cond volume next week. Debate 
on tho question will XJrobably begin after 
distribution of the second volume. The 
impression prevails that tho opposition 
will n it make a di;'oet attack on tho gov- 
ernment's I'^astern p.dicy, oven Liberal 
organs admitting it is impossible to do so 
successfully in tlio faco of circum.stauces 
now known. Kuinor.^, however, aro cir- 
culating in Ijiberal circles of gravo differ- 
ences between tiio ifarqiua- ef-S-llisbury 
anil his colleagues, and the probable I'e- 
siguation of Jjrird BaliMbury. Those re 
])orts assort that Earls B 'uoonsllold and 
Derby are not only jdeased by the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury 's failure, but largely 
contribut'.'d thorolo through tho instru- 
mentality of Sir Henry Elliot, British am- 
bassiidor at Oonstantinople. The rumors 
of differences of opinion aro doubtless 
well foandod, as the proceedings of 
tho conference show that Lord Salisbury's 
Hpoeclies wont far beyond tlio views of 
I'jarls Beacoiisfield and Derby. With this 
oxt;e|'tion the reports in oironlation are 
probably mere inference. 

Tho Manchester Guardian's London 
special says: Public rumor attaches so 
much importance to tho divergence be- 
tween the Marquis of Salisbury and E irl 
Beaconstiold that it is stated to-night Lord 
Salisbury had resigned. To say the leait, 
this is premature, though people well in- 
formed consider that danger to tho Gov- 
orninent respecting the Eastern question 
is (inito as great within the cabinet as on 
the opposition .side of the House. 

A ( iii;,'r.lar incident oc urred to-day in 
conneclioii with Koid Salisbury's return. 
He crossed fruia liou'ogne in tho tidal 
steami'v on bo.ard of which he found Sir 
Uonry Elliot. Inste:id of tho two coming 
together Lord Salisbury came alone on a 
sjiocial train and Elliot came by the ordi- 
nary tidal train. 



The Habits of the Marching Termites. 

The Euplish traveller Sraeathman, 

who studied theso insects with great 
care when in South Africa, one day 
Haw an army of Ihem march past him. 
His attention was first attracted by a 
large hiss. This noise caused him to 
move a few paces from tho path, when 
ho saw an army uf tarmites coming 
out of n hole iu the ground. They 
camo out iu vast hordes and with great 
rapidity. At a short distance from 
the whole, they separated into two col- 
umna, composed almost entirely 0/ 
labourers, twolvo or fifteen abreast, 
crowded as cloioly a.5 shesp iu a drove," 
with horo and thero 11 soldier. With 
these hastening forward, a groat many 
Holdicrs xppeiuod, scattered along 
both Bido» of tho two companies, some 
.stiiudaig still, others marching up and 
down the linos, but all evidently pre- 
pared for uuy attack that might be 
mvde upon tho labourers. But tho 
most extraordinary part of the march 
was the conduct of some of the sol- 
diers, who, Iiaving mounted tho plants 
which grusv hero aud there, had placed 
thomsoivos oil tho jjointaof tho leaves, 
whicli wore raised ton or lifteeu fe»t 
from tho ground, aud overlooked the 
army marching below. Every now 
and then one of them would beat with 
his forceps upon the leaf, making a 
noise similar to that made among the 
warrior specios. The signal produced 
llio Haine ollect upon tho marching 
white ants, for instantly the whole 
army returned the noise, aud obeyed 
by increasing their pace with the ut- 
most hasto." Ho saw the 
two columuH at length unite 
and descend into the earth 
by two or three other holes. They con- 
tinued marching past him for more than 
an hour without any apparent dimiuution 
of their number. Tlie aocoun's of the 
dostructiun caused by the termites would 
be incieiliblo, wore tlioy not too well at- 
tested to bo doubted. They will eat into 
tho hardest substances, particularly wood, 
which seems to bo a favorite artiole of 
diet with them. Stanley, the discoverer 
of Livingstone, relates that on ono oc- 
casion upon examining (certain stores ho 
found that these insects had not only de- 
voured tho box in which tho guns wore 
packed, but had svon eaten tho guii- 
atocks. iu dwelling bouses tho utmost 
caro has to be token to guard against 
their depredations. Nothing to which 
they can gain access escapes their vora- 
city. Boots, shoes, and tho contonts of 
ti'iiuka, i£ loft upon tlin (jround, aro des- 
troyed in a siiiule ni»lit. Thoy rarely 
venture in sight, and so secretly ar« 
the:r operations performed thnt tho utmost 
precautious of tho inmates aro often ren- 
dered abortive. Having extended their 
galleries beneath tho liouso, they will 
perfoia'o the floors, hollow out the beams 
and rafters, and if not speedily destroyed 
will render tin; liouso unfit for habitation. 
They always leavi^ a thin shell of tho ob- 
ject attacked, so that detection is impos- 
sible, and curious stories aro told of the 
manner in which articles of furniture, 
etc., which havo been operated upon by 
these irresistible destroyers have falUn to 
pieces on tho slightest touch, much to 
the chagrin and often astonishment of the 
beholder. At La liochelle, Itoobefort, 
and other towns in tho south of Franca 
(into which coiiulry they are supposed to 
have been unintentionally imported with 
KCrmtJ-balos of goods at the end of tho last 
century) ,Tiia:ijJ>pnscs havo been oom- 
pletcly undoriuined ij}-ihera. AtTournay. 
Charente, tho lloor of u dlmiTg^roniirgatfi" 
way during a dinner p:irty, and tho occu 
pun's wore i)recipitatod into the cellar. 
At La Rocliello tho termites took up their 
abode iu tho prefect's houso. Ono day a 
clerk in opening a box in which the gov- 
ernment docuiuents liad been deposited 
found them, as ho thought, complete and 
uuinjnrod; but on raising tho topmost 
loaf, ho saw only a small heap of rubbish. 
Thp termites had bored t hrougli tho wood 
a:id Ih.i i ardbo.ird and liad oa'aa tho 
parchments, haviiig tiiken their usual pre- 
caution of leaving no trace of their handi- 
work upon tho exterior. Those destruc- 
tive ins -cts aro not without their uso in 
the economy of nature; not only do they 
act as scavongi rs by devouring animal 
and vegetable refine, but thoy serve as 
food to the natives. 



United States Mail. 

A thieving postmaster was oonvic*ed

thero do something to etToot his liberation. 
Sho stayed at a hotel until all her money 
was gone.

A policeman 
found ner at last, but aha will not prob-
